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PREFACE 

TO  MAGAZINE  SUBJECT-INDEX 
1911 


The  plan  of  the  Magazine  Subject-Index  remains  the 
same  this  year  as  in  the  previous  volumes.  Briefly,  it  is  to 
furnish  a  subject-index  to  the  contents  of  the  periodicals  most 
needed  by  libraries,  but  which  are  not  indexed  in  any  other 
general  index.  Thus,  as  from  its  first  issue,  this  index  opens 
to  the  student  an  entirely  new  field  of  research.  Fiction  is 
omitted,  except  novels,  and  stories  by  prominent  writers, 
which  are  entered  under  name  of  author. 

While  general  in  character,  the  Magazine  Subject-Index 
gives  special  prominence  to  such  subjects  as  History,  Explora- 
tion, Travel  and  Mountaineering,  Outdoor  life,  Political  and 
social  economy.  Municipal  affairs.  Art,  Architecture  and 
Photography,  Forestry  and  Irrigation,  Business  and  Finance, 
Education.  It  aims  to  cover  all  the  historical  periodicals 
and  State  historical  society  publications  of  the  year,  and  its 
value  to  students  of  United  States  History  may  be  seen  by 
reference  to  such  subjects  as  Indians,  American;  United 
States,  Civil  War  or  Revolution,  and  to  the  many  entries 
under  the  different  States. 

This  is  a  notable  year  in  the  history  of  Magazine  Indexes 
owing  to  the  discontinuation  of  Poole's  Index,  that  historic 
landmark  in  the  reference  use  of  periodical  literature.  An- 
noimcement  has  been  ma^e  that  The  Library  Index  for  1911 
will  not  continue  its  customary  index  to  periodicals,  and 
without  this  annual  as  a  feeder,  it  seems  sure  that  the  five- 
year  volume  of  Poole's  Index  now  due  will  be  the  last. 
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Thus  the  Magazine  Subject-Index  henceforth  divides  the 
field  with  the  Reader's  Guide,  and  as  it  has  always  refused 
to  duplicate  indexing  done  elsewhere,  these  two  indexes, 
the  one  supplementing  the  other,  become  indispensable  to  all 
the  larger  city  libraries,  and  to  every  university  or  purely 
reference  library. 

It  has  been  our  custom  to  say  a  few  words  each  year  con- 
cerning any  unusual  events  in  the  lives  of  the  periodicals  we 
index.  We  have  but  two  deaths  to  record  this  time.  The 
African  Monthly,  and  Van  Norden  Magazine,  the  former 
suspending  publication  in  February,  1910,  the  latter  in  March, 

1910.  The  Pacific  Monthly  married  Sunset  in  December,  1911, 
thereby  losing  its  maiden  name,  and  in  future  the  pair  will 
appear  as  one,  the  January,  1912,  issue  being  called  *'Sunset, 
the  Pacific  Monthly.'* 

The  following  are  now  automatically  dropped  from  our 
index,  because  they  have  been  included  in  the  other  general 
index:  American  City,  American  Political  Science  Review, 
Bulletin  of  the  Pan  American  Union,  Conference  for  Good  City 
Government,  and  Meeting  of  the   National  Municipal  League, 

Of  changed  names  we  have  but  one  to  mention;  Architects' 
and  Builders'  Magazine  became  Architecture  and  Building  with 
the  March,  1911,  issue. 

We  have  to  record  '*no  issue  during  1911"  against  Canadian 
Alpine  Journal,  Mazama,  and  several  of  the  State  historical 
society  publications,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  conspectus,  where 
no  date  and  volume  are  carried  out.  The  Massachusetts  Maga- 
zine, ''Old  Northwest''  and  Photo- Miniature  have  run  behind 
their  publication  dates  so  that  only  a  partial  year  was  avail- 
able for  indexing  when  we  went  to  press.  The  Metropolitan 
Magazine  changed  from  octavo  to  quarto  with  its  November, 

1911,  issue,  and  published  no  number  for  October. 

It  is  our  pleasure  to  introduce  sixteen  periodicals  of 
importance  added  to  our  list  for  the  first  time  in  1911.  We 
are  sure  they  will  be  welcome. 
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Alpina  Americana,  and  The  Mountaineer  (vols.  1  to  4) 
are  added  to  make  complete  our  record  of  the  alpine  journals 
of  America. 

Articles  on  political  and  social  science,  and  such  questions 
as  arise  concerning  labor,  finance  and  municipal  affairs  are 
covered  more  completely  by  our  adding  The  American  Labor 
Legislation  Review,  vol.  1 ;  American  Society  for  Municipal 
Improvements,  Proceedings,  1907  to  1910;  American  Socio- 
logical Society,  Publications,  vols.  1  to  5;  Academy  of  Politi- 
cal Science,  Proceedings,  vol.  1  + ;  Journal  of  Accountancy;  and 
The  Public,  Chicago,  which  is  the  first  weekly  we  have  ad- 
mitted to  our  pages. 

American  Conservation  is  included  to  complete  our  forestry 
section,  though  the  periodical  was  absorbed  after  only  seven 
issues  of  vol.  1,  by  American  Forestry.  The  Mississippi  Valley 
Historical  Association,  with  vols.  1  to  3,  adds  to  United  States 
history  many  valuable  papers. 

Munsey's  Magazine  and  Twentieth  Century  Magazine 
became  needed,  now  the  Library  Index  to  periodicals  has 
suspended,  and  The  National  Magazine,  Boston,  and  The 
Strand,  New  York  edition,  are  other  popular  magazines  gener- 
ally on  file  even  in  the  smaller  libraries. 

Photo-Era  is  one  of  the  best  monthlies  on  photography. 

The  Bibliographical  Society  of  America^  Papers  we  are  glad  to 
welcome  as  of  growing  importance  in  a  field  that  is  now 
attracting  more  notice  than  hitherto. 

The  rearrangement  of  the  'Toole's  Index"  field  during  the 
present  year  will  probably  result  in  the  two  existing  indexes 
covering  the  titles  which  have  hitherto  been  indexed  in  Poole 
only,  so  that  none  of  those  important  periodicals  will  be  lost 
to  research  workers. 

The  editor  here  records  his  thanks  to  those  library  friends 
without  whose  hearty  collaboration  this  Index  could  not  have 
been  published.

The  Dramatic  Index  is  three  years  old  and  continues  to 
gain  in  favor.  The  three  volumes  taken  as  a  whole  form 
an  index  to  the  dramatic  field  such  as  has  never  been  avail- 
able before.  Every  phase  of  the  drama  is  covered  and 
countless  articles  concerning  the  players  and  playwrights 
are  here  indexed  and  made  readily  available.  As  a  portrait 
index  to  the  stage  of  today  this  volume  is  all  that  can  be 
desired,  for  it  would  be  difficult  to  discover  an  actor  or  actress 
now  before  the  public  whose  picture  is  not  referred  to. 

The  books  of  the  year  are  again  included,  and  the  entries 
under  Plays  (texts)  will  be  found  most  useful. 

We  have  included  this  year  The  Dramas  a  new  quarterly 
published  in  Chicago,  each  number  of  which  contains  the 
text  of  a  play  as  well  as  articles  on  dramatic  subjects.  The 
Blue  Book  and  The  Red  Book  are  indexed  for  the  first  time,  as 
they  contain  some  of  the  best  portraits  published. 

A  growing  movement  is  apparent  in  the  United  States 
today  looking  to  the  uplift  of  the  stage.  The  Drama  League 
of  America  with  headquarters  in  Chicago,  the  MacDowell 
Club  of  New  York,  the  Drama  League  of  Boston  are  all 
rapidly  increasing  in  membership,  and  are  issuing  bulletins 
commending  the  good  plays  to  their  members.  Such  a  move- 
ment is  needed,  and  cannot  but  make  its  influence  felt  among 
the  producers  and  playwrights. 

To  those  who  have  helped  compile  this  Index  we  wish  here 
to  give  credit  and  thanks.  It  is  a  labor  of  love  that  cannot 
but  be  of  great  use  to  many;  may  the  thought  of  this  give 
us  renewed  strength  to  continue  the  work.
